o Thiabendazole is a systemic fungicide which aids in the control of seed borne Fusarium spp. and Common Bunt.

¢ Tolclofos-methyl enhances protection against Rhizoctonia soloni, Fusarium spp., and other deuteromycete fungi
causing seed decay and seedling blights.
